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DIRECT COMMUNICATION WITH TRADERS. 





The DEPARTMENT OF OVERSEAS TRADE (DEveELor- 
MENT AND INTELLIGENCE) is a centre at which information on 
all subjects of commercial interest is collected and classified 
in a form convenient for reference, and at which, so far as 
the interests of British trade permit, replies are given to 
enquiries by traders on commercial matters. As far as is 
possible, the Department supplies, on personal or written 
application, information with regard to the following 
subjects: Foreign and Colonial Contracts open to Tender, 
and other openings for British Trade; Lists of manufac- 
turers at home and lists of firms abroad engaged in par- 
ticular lines of business in different localities; Foreign and 
Colonial Tariff and Customs Regulations; Commercial 
Statistics ; Forms of Certificates of Origin; Regulations ccen- 
cerning Commercial Travellers, Sources of Supply, Prices, 
ete., of Trade Products; Shipping and Transport, etc. 

Sumples of foreign competitive goods and commercial 
products which are received from abroad from time to time 
are exhibited at the Offices of the Department. 

Samples of goods of German and Austrian manufacture 
which were sold in British markets abroad and in certain 
foreign markets are on exhibition in the Sample Rooms of 
the Department. 

The BRITISH INDUSTRIES FAIR, 1919, will be held 
im the Pennington Street premises of the London Docks, 








which have again been placed at the disposal of the Board 
of Trade by the Port of London Authority. It will be 
open from 24th February to 7th March.

SPECIAL REGISTER. 


The Special Register affords early information to manu- 
facturers and traders of new trade openings abroad hefore 
they become public property. It is also a vehicle for 
circulating reports on foreign competition, and any other 
matters likely to be of importance and interest to particular 
trades. The information, which is private and confidential, 
is supplied to the Department by His Majesty’s ‘Trade Com- 
missioners within the Empire, and by His Majesty’s 
Diplomatic and Consular Representatives in foreign 
countries, and is circulated to firms on the Register as 
quickly as possible after its receipt. 


The Register is open to any approved British firm on the 
payment of a fee of two guineas per annum (which includes 
the annual subscription to the ‘Board of Trade Journal’’). 
}t is not open to non-British traders. 


Information is supplied solely for the purpose of extending 
trade in British-made goods.

FORM K. 


Hi.M. Consular Offcers have received instructions to 
furnish the Department of Overseas Trade (Development 
and Intelligence) with commercial information respecting all 
firms in their respective Consular Districts who can te 
recommended as possible importers of goods of British manu- 
facture. This information, which includes the commercial

- and financial status of the firms concerned, their local and 


Huropean references, goods particularly required, terms of 
trading and ianguage in which correspondence should be 
carried on, is furnished to the Department on a prescribed 
form, which is known as Form K. 


In order to obtain the fullest possible advantages from 
the ‘orm K”’ system of information, a wide circulation is 
ESSENTIAL. 

_A system of co-operation between the Department of 
Overseas Trade (Development and Intelligence) and British 
traders is therefore necessary, and this co-operation is being 
attained as follows :— 
1. The Department collects and edits the information. 
2. [he Trade Associations distribute the information. 


That is, the Department issues the information to— 
(a) The Association of Chambers of Commerce. 
(b) The Federation of British Industries. 


The bodies comprised in these organisations have their 
varicus component trades classified as shown in ‘‘Form K,” 
and lists of traders are therefore only circulated to those 
firms which come under that classification, thus avoiding 
circulating to trades which are not interested. 


The system is safeguarded by agreements with the 
distributing organisations against the issue of the informa- 
tion to any outside firms. All firms who wish to receive the 
information have to be approved by the Department. At 
present over 10,000 firms have joined, and any other firms 
who wish to participate should apply through their Chamber 
of Commerce or the Federation of British Industries (39, 
St. James’s Street. London, S.W. 1), or through bodies 
affiliated to the latter. 
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ARRANGEMENTS FOR PETROL LICENCES. 

The Petrol Control Department are desirous that 
the Acting Returning Officers will facilitate the arrange- 
ments which have provisionally been made for the issue 
of special permits for the purchase of motor spirit by 
candidates and their election agents. It is requested 
that the Acting Returning Officer will take charge of 
the forms of application which will be furnshed to them 
by the Petrol Control Department, and that when the 
General Election is imminent he will supply the forms 
to prospective election agents on demand by them. 
The Acting Returning Ofticer will generally be aware 
what persons will act as election agents, and the Petrol 
Control Department feel that delay will be avoided in 
issuing permits if the forms of application are in the 
hands of a responsible person in the locality. 


ActinGc RETURNING OFFICERS AND DEPUTIES. 

The Local Government Board have been in com- 
munication with the Petrol Control Department in 
regard to the licensing of the purchase of supplies of 
motor spirit needed by Acting Returning Officers tor 
the purpose of carrying out their duties at the forth- 
coming General Election. ‘The Petrol Control Depart- 
ment will entertain applications from the Acting Re- 
turning Officers or their Deputies for special permits 
to purchase the motor spirit required by them for use 
at the election, but the quantity needed will depend 
upon local conditions, and in some cases little or none 
may be wanted. The Controller will not be prepared 
to issue licences in excess of the scale fixed in the cases 
of Candidates and their Election Agents. 


Tne ScALE OF ALLOWANCES.

provided that no allowance shall exceed 80 gallons. 


The application should be made on a prescribed form. 
In order to obviate the necessity for enquiries by the 
Petrol Control Department, and to avoid delay, the 
form should be sent to the Local Government Board 
for endorsement. The Board will immediately on 
receipt forward the form to the Petrol Control Depart- 
ment. Each application should be accompanied by a 
crossed cheque for the requisite licence duty. Cheques 
should be made payable to “* His Majesty’s Paymaster- 
General or Bearer.”’ 

The licence will enable the holder to obtain supplies 
of petrol for use in a hired or borrowed car, as well as 
in his own car, but the Petrol Controller trusts that 
it will not be used for obtaining supplies for use in a 
hired car; unless it is clear that the hire-car owner is 
not in possession of sufficient petrol to enable him to 
provide the service required. 

The Controller is not prepared to issue any licence 
‘* free-of-duty,’’ but if, after the event, evidence can 
be produced that part of the petrol has been used in a 
van or lorry for the conveyance of baliot boxes, etc., 
the question of repayment of duty upon this part will 
be considered. 

All licences should be returned to the Petrol Control 
Department as soon as the duties in connection with 
the election are finished. The licence duty represented 
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by the unused vouchers left in a licence will be re 
funded. E 
THE NEW CONSTITUENCIES AND THE SCALE. 
_ Tables have been prepared by the Petrol Control] 
Department showing for the new constituencies in Great 
Britain the aliowance of petrol applicable to each. Ip 
London, ali the constituencies are allowed 10 callons 
except the divisions of Lewisham and Woolwich, which 
receive 16 gallons. Among the English and Welsh 
boroughs, while the greater number are allowed 10 
or 16 gallons, there are many whose area brings them 
up to the 82 gallons scale. None receive more than 
32 gallons. ‘he larger boroughs upon this highest scale 
are Accrington, Barnsley, Barrow-in-} urhess, Batley 
and Mosley, Blackburn, Blackpool, Boiton, Bourne. 
mouth, Bromley, Bury, Carnarvon District, Chelten- 


la Dewsbury, Halifax, Huddersfield, Hythe, 
Ilford, Ipswich, Kingston-upon-Thames, Leigh, 
Merthyr ‘lydfil (both divisions), Morpeth, Nelson 


and Colne, Newcastle-under-Lyne, Norwich, Reading, 
Richmond, Rochdale, Rhondda (both divisions), 
Rossendale, Rotherham, St. Helen’s, Southampton, 
Southend-on-Sea, Southport, Stockport, Stockton- 
on-l'ees, Wallsend, Walsall, Wimbledon, and 
Wolverhampton (Bilston Division). Among the Scottish 
boroughs, 82 gallons are allotted to the Ayr District, 
Dundee, Duntermline District, Montrose D.strict, and 
Stirling and Falkirk District. The allowances in the 
English and Welsh County divisions range from 10 
gallons in the Acton and Brentford and Chiswick divi- 
sions of Middlesex to the maximum of 80 in Brecon 
and Radnor. The greater number receive between 32 
gallons and 54 gallons. In Scotland, the maximum of 


80 gallons is allowed to Aberdeen and Kincardine (Kin- 


cardine Western), Argyle, Caithness and Suther- 
land, Galloway, Inverness Division, Ross and Cromarty 
Division, and the Western Division of Perth and 
Kinross.

ENEMY INTERESTS IN UNITED 
KINGDOM PATENTS. 


PATENTS AND PATENT APPLICATIONS 
VESTED IN PUBLIC TRUSTEE. 


In pursuance of the policy announced in the House 
of Commons on llth July, the Board of Trade have 
made on Order, dated 30th October, under the Trading 
with the Enemy Amendment Acts, 1916 and 1918, vest- 
ing in the Public Trustee any outstanding interest in 
any United Kingdom Patent or Patent Application of 
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(a) a person, firm, body, or company being an enemy or 
enemy subject within the meaning of the Trading with 
the Enemy Amendment Acts, 1916 and 1918; (b) a com- 
pany with respect to which an Order has_ been made 
under Section 1 of the Trading with the Enemy 
Amendment Act, 1916, or Section 3 of the Trading 
with the Enemy Amendment Act, 1918; and (c) an 
enemy-controlled corporation within the meaning of the 
Trading with the Enemy Amendment Act, 1918, to- 
gether with all rights of action which since 4th August, 
1914, have, or would, but for the present war have 
accrued to any such enemy, enemy subject, company, 
or corporation in respect of a United Kingdom Patent. 

Applications for licences to work any such patent or 
an invention covered by any such patent application 
should be made to the Patent Office in the prescribed 
manner. 

The Order does not affect the validity of any Orders 
or licences previously granted by the Board of Trade in 
respect of British Patents under the Patents, Designs 
and ‘Trade Marks (Temporary Rules) Acts, 1914. 





WAR RISKS INSURANCE. 





REDUCED RATES IN EVENT OF ARMISTICE 

Enquiries having been made as to the position of 
merchants and others who may now or in the future 
effect insurances with the War Risks Insurance Office 
in the event of the declaration of an armistice between 
the belligerent Powers, notice is given that the rates 
of premium upon all insurances accepted on and after 
lst November 1918, will be reduced by 50 per cent. 
in cases where the vessels concerned shall sail during 
the continuance of such armistice. 





COAL ECONOMY EXHIBITION. 

The arrangements for the Fuel Economy Exhibition 
in Trafalgar Square, organised by Lady Rhondda’s 
‘‘Win the War ” Committee, are being rapidly com- 
pleted. The Exhibition will be opened on Wednes- 
day, 27th November, not 18th November as previously 
announced, a postponement having become necessary. 





REQUISITIONED VESSELS. 





RENEWAL OF LOADLINE, PASSENGER, AND 
CLASSIFICATION CERTIFICATES. 


The Shipping Controller has intimated to the Board 
of Trade that he is desirous of facilitating the renewal 
of classification, loadline, and passenger certificates for 
requisitioned vessels as soon as practicable after they 
become due for renewal. As the Ministry of Shipping 
cannot undertake the responsibility of initiating action 
just before the dates when such certificates expire, the 
Shipping Controller considers that the owners of the 
ships should be held responsible for drawing the atten- 
tion of that Department to the impending expiry of 
certificates, indicating at the same time the approxi- 
mate period required to carry out the work that may be 
necessary for their renewal. 

On receipt of this information the Ministry of Shipping 
will decide whether the time can be spared, and if so, 
when and where the vessel can be handed over to the 
owners to carry out the work. 

The Board of Trade have concurred in this arrange- 
ment. Owners of requisitioned vessels should therefore 
take steps to ensure that in cases where the loadline or 
passenger or classification certificates of the vessels are 
about to expire they should give timely notice to the 
Ministry of Shipping.

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DEPARTMENT OF OVERSEAS 
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AMERICAN AND BRITISH TRADE IN CANADA 
During his recent tour through Ontario, H.M. Trad, 
Commissioner at Toronto found a marked predilectioy 
among the manufacturers and merchants for British 
materials and for United Kingdom goods. He there. 
fore advocates the organisation of aggressive selling 
campaigns from the United Kingdom, especially jy 
view of the geographical advantages of the United 
States and the activities of her merchants. 
INFLUENCE OF NEW York BRoOKERs. 

He points out that a great deal of the import 
trade of Ontario is being done at present through 
New York brokers. In a _ number _ of lines 
American brokers control the Canadian market. There 
appears to be an opportunity, he adds, for the esta. 
blishment of agencies in Canada for the handling of 
such business direct from the country of origin, through 
the United Kingdom, or through United Kingdom 
agencies, rather than through houses in New York. A 
paint and varnish manufacturer, for instance, expressed 
his conviction that there is a favourable opportunity 
for the establishment of a firm in Canada to import 
shellac, etc., for sale to paint and varnish and similar 
factories in this Dominion. 

Pusuiciry NEEDED FoR Britisu Dyes. 


A number of inquiries were received during his tour 
in regard to the progress of the dye industry in the 
United Kingdom. There is scope, he thinks, for a 
publicity campaign in Ontario and Canada generally 
similar to that carried on in the English Press, as to 
the progress being made by the British dye industry. 

| AMERICAN INFLUENCE. 


The American influence on Canadian trade and busi- 
ness is strongly in evidence in what are known as the 
Border cities of Windsor, Walkerville, Ford, Sand- 
wich and Ojibway, which face the Detroit River and 
the city of Detroit, ferries connecting the Canadian 
and American sides. A number of Canadian manv- 
facturers and business men carry on their business on 
the Canadian side, residing in Detroit. 

A large number of American industries have esta- 
blished branch factories in Windsor and _ adjoining 
cities. The Canadian Steel Corporation, a branch of 
the United States Steel Corporation, propose to esta- 
blish works at Ojibway. Throughout his tour he found 
evidence of inquiries by American firms who have 
under consideration the establishment of branch fac- 
tories in Ontario. Information is being sought from 
various towns and cities with this object in view. 

VISITS OF CHAMBERS OF COMMERCE. 


One of the factors which has had a bearing upon 
trade relations between Ontario and the United States 
is the periodical visit exchanged by the local Boards 
of Trade and Chambers of Commerce, and similar 
organisations in New York and other near-by States 
of the neighbouring Republic. The business and pro- 
fessional men of Windsor, Ontario, las} year, for 
example, were entertained by the Foreign Trade Bureau 
of the St. Louis Chamber of Commerce. The Batavia 
(New York State) Chamber of Commerce were enter- 
tained by the Guelph Board of Trade last year, a return 
visit being made. ‘This fraternisation of American 
and Canadian business men naturally makes its mark 
on trade relations. ‘The visits, after the war, of prin- 
cipals of United Kingdom firms to this market and, 
when possible, of parties representing United Kingdom 
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(hambers of Commerce or groups of industries, is 
sviously very desirable. ‘They are assured of a cordial 
rception in Ontario. 


EMPLOYMENT OF AMERICAN EXPERTS. 


Another phase of American influence is the employ- 
ment in Canadian industry of engineers, chemists, 
machine-shop superintendents, and technically trained 
men of the United States. This is a natural develop- 
ment, and American business firms make the most of 
it for extending their trade connections. That part 
od the technical training of young engineers, chemists, 
e., of the United Kingdom might be received in 
(anadian establishments is a matter which is possibly 
yorthy of some attention. 





VISIT OF H.M. TRADE COMMISSIONER (NEW 
ZEALAND) TO THE UNITED KINGDOM. 


Attention was drawn in a notice in the “‘ Journal ”’ 
of 19th September to the visit of His Majesty’s Trade 
(Commissioner in New Zealand (Mr. R. W. Dalton) to 
the United Kingdom to afford interested firms facilities 
pr acquiring information in regard to their trade in 
the New Zealand market. 

Owing to unforeseen circumstances, the commence- 
ment of the tour has been somewhat delayed, but Mr. 
Dalton will commence to interview (by appointment) 
representatives of firms who may be able to see him in 
‘London at the Offices of the Department of Overseas 
Trade (Development and Intelligence) on Monday, 
8th November. 

He will remain in London for a few weeks, after 
which he will visit such trade and industrial centres 
in the United Kingdom as it may appear most advan- 
tageous to visit in view of applications that may be 
received from firms in or near those centres and from 
¢hambers of Commerce. These centres will probably 
include, in the order named, as on the occasion of 
previous visits of Trade Commissioners, Bristol and 
South Wales, Birmingham and District, the Potteries, 
Manchester, Liverpool, Ireland, Scotland, Newcastle, 
Yorkshire, Nottingham, and Leicester. Other centres 
will also be visited in the event of a sufficient number 
of applications for interviews being received. 
Attention is drawn to the fact that the exact date 
of the visit of Mr. Dalton to any particular centre 
cannot be definitely fixed until all applications from 
frais desiring interviews have been received. In order 
that appointments may be satisfactorily arranged, firms 
who may desire to have an interview with Mr. Dalton 
ae requested to make their application as soon as 
possible.

A cablegram has been received from H.M. Trade 
ommissioner in South Africa informing the Depart- 
ment that Lieutenant-Colonel Tremeer, D.S.O., died 
on 2nd November as the result of an accident. 
Lieutenant-Colonel Tremeer, who was for many years 
uyer to the East Rand Proprietary Mines, was ap- 
pointed Imperial Trade Correspondent at Johannesburg 
in 1903, and, up to the time of his death, rendered in- 
Yaluable service in that capacity.

RAILWAY RATES AND FARES. 


SOME WAR-TIME ADVANCES. 


As the war has progressed railway rates and fares 
in most parts of the world have been increased. Two 
influences have been at work with growing force—one, 
the need for restricting unnecessary travelling in order 
to relieve the burden on the lines, and, two, the need 
for a greater revenue to meet the ever-expanding costs 
of working. The information at our disposal in regard 
to the measures taken in Allied, Neutral and Enemy 
countries is not complete, and the greater part is 
derived from unofficial sources, but, so far as it goes, 
it cannot fail to be of interest—if only as a war-time 
record. In the following article the particulars of rail- 
way advances as ascertained up to August last in the 
various countries, are arranged and collated. It is 
very difficult to make sure that all the essential details 
are given, since there is no uniformity of practice to be 
discerned or even of principle. Government and rail- 
way authorities have dealt in their own individual 
fashion with the problems set them. 

In Great Britain there has been no general advance 
in the rates upon goods. Passenger fares, as a war 
measure to restrict travelling, were increased by 50 
per cent. as from 1st January, 1917. This year the 
issue of season tickets was brought under control and 
the prices raised by 10 and 20 per cent., according to 
distance. The special privileges granted to the families 
of season-ticket holders—except to school children— 
were withdrawn. The feature in British policy, which 
distinguishes it from that of almost every other country, 
has been the decision not to increase rates on goods 
traffic. 





THe UNITED STATEs. 

In America the advances in goods rates have been 
large. In the spring of 1917, before Federal Admini- 
stration of the whole railroad system of the United 
States came into operation, the chief shippers agreed 
with the railway companies for an increase of 100 per 
cent. on demurrage charges. ‘This was in order to 
minimise congestion. In the autumn of that year the 
railway companies generally applied to the Inter-State 
Commerce Commission for power to increase their 
freight charges by 15 per cent. Federal Control—of 
which the working was described in the ‘‘Journal’’ 
of 17th October—began on Ist January last. At the 
end of the month the Trans-Continental Railways were 
authorised to increase the freights between the eastern 
points and the Pacific Coast to the level of the rates 
prevailing to inter-mountain points. In March the 
Kastern roads advanced their general commodity and 
freight rates by 15 per cent. A general revision of 
freight rates and passenger fares took effect from the 
25th June. Existing railroad freight rates were ad- 
vanced by 25 per cent. (making 40 per cent. in all), 
passenger fares were fixed at 3 cents a mile, commu- 
tation fares were increased by 10 per cent., and sleeping- 
car fares by 16°66 per cent. A war tax of 8 per cent. 
was imposed on all railway tickets and 20 per cent. on 
Pullman tickets. It is estimated that the advances 
in individual cases have amounted to 50 and 100 per 
cent. 

CANADA. 


There were no great changes in the Canadian rail- 
ways until the end of 1917. Small advances of from 
1 to 6 per cent. in freight rates had been in force on 
the Eastern lines since the middle of 1916, and some 
modifications had been made in commodity rates. But 
in December, 1917, the Board of Railway Commis- 
sioners authorised, as from 1st February, 1918, an 
advance in freight rates of 15 per cent. in Eastern 
Canada and of 10 per cent. in the West. Passenger 
fares were put up by 15 per cent., except in British 
Columbia, where the fare was already 3 cents a mile. 
Shortly after these advances took effect in February 
it was announced that a general increase of 15 per 
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cent. in the freight rates of all Canadian railways had 
been authorised. This general 15 per cent. was 
advanced to 40 per cent. as from Ist August. 

EGyprT. 

On the Egyptian lines the increases have been very 
large. The first advance in passenger fares (including 
season tickets) was 10 per cent. in 1915. Then in 
1917 came a further 40 per cent., and as from Ist 
July, 1918, an additional 50 per cent. On suburban 
lines the advance over pre-war fares was kept to 50 
per cent., but on other lines it now amounts to 100 
per cent. 

Increases in goods rates up to 40 per cent. had been 
made by Ist January last, and in May of this year 
there were further increases which brought the total 
advances up to from 50 to 150 per cent. over the pre- 
war rates. Coal, however, is still carried at an advance 
of only 20 per cent. Station and terminal charges 
have been doubled. 

; FRANCE. 

On the 15th April, 1918, an increase of 25 per cent. 
was made on all existing rates and fares, and on Ist 
July the following taxes came into operation :— 

GRANDE VITESSE.—10 per cent. on general goods, 
making in all 373 per cent. on pre-war charges. 

Five per cent. on market and agricultural 
produce, making in all 31; per cent. on pre- 
war charges. 

Petite ViTESSE.—10 per cent. on general goods, 
making in all 373 per cent. on pre-war charges. 

Five per cent. on goods in the French rail- 
way classes 5 and 6 (mineral traffic, manures, 
etc.), making in all 314 per cent. on pre-war 
charges. 

Passengers, dogs, baggage, bullion, and value 
parcels: The tax was increased, making in all 
an advance over pre-war rates and fares of 
39} per cent. 

ITALY. 

Advances in passenger fares began in January, 1917, 
on the Italian railways by the abolition of a large variety 
of concessions tickets, return tickets, and some season 
tickets. Season and trip ticket rates were generally 
advanced from 10 to 15 per cent., and all other railway 
passenger fares were increased by 20 per cent. It was 
announced in December of the same year that the 
Government had decided to advance the prices of first 
and second class tickets by 50 per cent. and of third- 
class fares by 30 per cent. In June, 1918, the State 
Railways were authorised to put into force a special 
tax of 5 and 2 lire on every goods truck and to raise 
up to 30 per cent. the increase (previously 10 per cent.) 
which had been imposed on goods rates. A surcharge 
of 30 per cent. was imposed on passengers’ luggage 
and dogs. As from the beginning of 1918 an increase 
of 30 per cent. was applied to military transportation 
rates. 

ENEMY COUNTRIES. 

There does not appear to have been any advance in 
rates or fares on the GERMAN Raitways until lst August, 
1917, when an increase of 7 per cent. on goods came 
into effect. Under a law of 8th April, 1917, the rail- 
ways were authorised to levy surtaxes on all passenger 
fares—to be handed over to the Treasury—but advan- 
tage was not taken of this power. A general revision 
of fares was deferred until October, and was then 
imposed for the purpose of limiting passenger travel 
in order to facilitate the movement of goods. Those 
who travelled by express and fast traing were obliged 
to buy a supplementary ticket, issued with the ordinary 
ticket, the effect being on the average to add 100 per 
cent. to the pre-war fare. For example, a traveller 
who purchased an express-train ticket at a fare between 
15 and 25 marks was required to purchase a supple- 
mentary ticket of 20 marks. For tickets up to 5 marks 
the cost of the supplementary ticket was 3 marks, but 
at higher fares the average cost was 100 per cent. of the 
express ticket as stated. In regard to goods, the classifi- 
cation tables were altered and many exceptional rates 
withdrawn; terminal charges were increased by 100 
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per cent. But the general increase in rates does not 
appear to have gone beyond 7 per cent. 

In Austria the railway alterations have been more 
severe than in Germany. Demurrage charges were 
raised by 200 per cent. in December, 1916, and a month 
or two later an increase of 30 per cent. was imposed 
both on goods rates and passenger fares. A tax of 2 
per cent. was placed upon passengers’ luggage and 
cheap tickets for periods of more than a month were 
abolished. Towards the end of the year it was an- 
nounced that as from lst December, 1917, a surtax 
of 50 per cent. would be laid upon all passenger fares 
except upon workmen's and school children’s monthly 
tickets. As in Germany, the goods schedules were 
re-classified, exceptional rates withdrawn, and terminal 
charges increased by about 100 per cent. 

In HunGary, early in 1917 goods rates were increased 
by 30 per cent. A corresponding increase of 30 per 
cent. was placed on passenger fares at the same time, 
but by the end of 1917 these fares had been advanced 
as follows:—On express trains, first class 120 per cent,, 
third class 90 per cent. ; on ordinary trains, first class 
100 per cent., third class 70 per cent. As from Ist 
October, 1918, the State Railway Administration has 
raised the rates on coal and coke by 40 per cent. and 
on other goods by 70 per cent. 


NEUTRAL COUNTRIES. 





In SWItTzeRLAND the greatest changes have been in 
passenger fares, which have been revised several times 
since the outbreak of war. By the latter part of 1917 
first and second class fares had been put up by 20 per 
cent., third class by 75 per cent., and season tickets 
(since May, 1916) by 10 per cent. In December, 1917, 
further advances were made. A surtax based on dis. 
tance was imposed. Journeys were grouped into fou 
zones: 1 to 50 kilometres, 51 to 100, 101 to 200, and 
above 200 km. ‘The surtax ranges from lfr. (1st), 75e. 
(2nd), and 50c. (8rd) in the first zones up to 4fr., 3fr. 
and 2fr. for lst, 2nd and 3rd classes in the fourth zone. 
Season-ticket holders have to pay this tax, togethe 
with another tax of 20 per cent., but they can com. 
pound by paying 40fr., 30fr., or 20fr. per month ac 
cording to class. A twelve-months third-class seaso 
ticket which cost 455fr. before the war and 864fr. befor 
the end of October, 1917, now costs 1,104fr. Th 
increase in ordinary fares works out at about 100 pet 
cent. since the war began; return tickets have be 
abolished. 

Passenger fares in SWEDEN since 15th June last, 
when the latest increase was made, show an advane 
on the pre-war fares of 200 per cent. (first class), 16 
per cent. (second class), and 100 per cent. (third class) 

As from 1st November, 1917, the following increase 
were imposed in Norway:—First and second cla 
passenger fares were advanced by 80 per cent. an 
third class by 60 per cent.; passengers’ luggage rate 
were doubled. Rates for goods were generally doubled 
though the advance was kept to 70 per cent. on article 
of food, feeding stuffs, manures and fuel, and to 9d 
per cent. on milk. 



























INDIAN INDUSTRIES COMMISSION. 
SUMMARY OF REPORT. 


The following summary of the Report of the Indial 
Industries Commission has been received by telegrail 
from India: 








PROPOSED ADMINISTRATIVE ARRANGEMENTS. 

The administrative proposals of the Commissi0 
include the creation of Imperial and Provincial De 
partments of Industries and of Imperial Industrid 
Service. The Imperial Department would be in chargé 
of a member of the Viceregal Council, assisted by 
Board of three members entitled ‘‘ The Indian Indus 
tries Board.’’ It will be responsible for the industri 
policy of Government and for the inauguration afl 
carrying out of a uniform programme of industri 
development throughout the country. The actu 
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administrative work would be almost entirely decen- 
tralised and would devolve on Local Government. 

The performance of these duties will necessitate the 
employment of a large staff of officers whose qualifica- 
tions would primarily depend on a knowledge of 
mechanical engineering; and the formation of an 
Imperial Industrial Service is suggested in order to safe- 
guard the Government against the dangers and difi- 
culties of casual recruiting. This service would consist 
mainly of mechanical engineers and engineering tech- 
nologists, the majority of whom would be employed 
under the Local Governments. The headquarters of 
the Department and of the Board should be with the 
Government of India. 

DEVELOPMENT OF INDUSTRIES. 

Provincial Departments will be administered by 
Directors of Industries assisted by specialists and 
technical advisers who would usually be seconded from 
the Imperial Services for work under the Local Govern- 
ments. A Provincial Director would thus. be able to 
develop industries of Province with the help of com- 
petent engineers and scientists. He would be advised 
by a Provincial Board of Industries composed mainly of 
non-officials. 

Proposals are made for the better exploitation of 
the forests and fisheries. It is vital for Government 
to ensure establishment in India of those industries 
whose absence exposes us to grave danger in the event 
of war. The report advocates the introduction of 
modern methods of agriculture and, in particular, of 
labour-saving machinery. The Commission recommend 
a special survey of the coal position in India. Atten- 
tion should be directed to more economical methods 
of using wood fuel and new materials for industrial 
alcohol. ‘The harnessing of water-power appears to 
afford a reliable source of energy, especially with a 
view to the development of thermo electric industries, 
and the Government should undertake hydrographic 
survey to determine the places which offer possibilities 
for the establishment of hydro-electric installations. 

INDUSTRIAL AND TECHNICAL E/DUCATION. 

With regard to artisans, the Commission recommend 
universal primary education, but consider that it would 
be unfair and unjust to impose upon employers this 
duty. Education of a technical kind is also required, 
and the method of instruction to be followed will vary 
for workers in organised and for workers in cottage 
industries. 

For cottage industries the Commission propose edu- 
cation in industrial schools being administered by head- 
masters with a practical knowledge of the industries 
taught, and controlled by the departments of indus- 
tries. The extension of marketing facilities must go 
hand in hand with the teaching of improved processes. 

In case of organised industries, mechanical engineer- 
ing is taken as a typical instance, and the proposal 
includes the establishment of a system of organised 
apprenticeship for a period of four or five years, with 
practical training in the workshop and theoretical in- 
struction in attached teaching institutions. 

HovusiInG AND WELFARE Work. | 

The Commission place better housing in the fore- 
front of its recommendations, in order to raise the 
standard of comfort of the Indian artisan. 

Subject to certain safeguards, the Government should 
use its powers under the Land Acquisition Act to 
acquire sites for industrial dwellings, and the land so 
acquired should be leased to employers on easy terms. 
Special remedies are proposed in the case of Bombay, 
where the problems of congestion are unique. 

General measures of welfare work among factory 
employees are also suggested, and special attention 
should be paid to the improvement of public health. 

TECHNICAL TRAINING AND RESEARCH. 

A complete revolution in existing methods of train- 
ing is proposed. For the manipulative industries, such 
as mechanical engineering, an apprenticeship system 
similar to that suggested for artisans should be adopted. 
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At the conclusion of this period of training they may 
be allowed to specialise in particular subjects. For 
the non-manipulative or. operative. industries, on the. 
other hand, the teaching institutions should be the 
main training ground, though practical experience is 
also necessary. | 

Special proposals are made for commercial and 
mining education, and the future establishment of two 
imperial colleges is adumbrated, one of the highest 
grade of engineering, and the other for metallurgy. 
To insure the maintenance of close relations between 
the training institutions and the world of industry, the 
general control of technical education should be trans- 
ferred to the Department of Industries. 

The reorganisation of the existing scientific services 
is advocated in such a way as to unite with Imperial 
Services, classified according to science subjects, all 
the scattered workers now engaged in the Provinces . 
on isolated tasks. Rules are suggested to govern the 
relations of the members of these services and private 
industrialists seeking advice. The situation of research 
institutes and the conditions and terms of employment 
in these services are questions for the decision of which 
the Commission consider that the appointment of a 
special committee is necessary. 

COMMERCIAL INTELLIGENCE. 

Useful and up-to-date information on commercial 
and industrial matters is essential both for the Govern- 
ment and for private merchants and industrialists. A 
scheme is propounded for collecting such information 
and for making it available to the public through officers 
of the Department of Industries. 

GOVERNMENT STORES. 

The purchase of Government stores in the past has 
been conducted in such a way as to handicap Indian 
manufacturers in competing for orders and to retard 
industrial development in India. The Commission 
propose that the Department of Industries should be 
in charge of this work, and that orders should not be 
placed with the Stores Department of the India Office 
until the manufacturing capabilities of India have first 
been exhausted, | 

STATE AS A MANUFACTURER. 

Principles are enunciated in accordance with which 
Government might compulsorily acquire sites for in- 
dustrial undertakings. The Commission consider, 
however, that ordinarily the Government itself should 
undertake manufacturing operations only of the pro- 
duction of lethal munitions. 

SoME SPECIFIC RECOMMENDATIONS. 

The administration of the Boiler Acts, the Mining 
Rules and the Electricity Act, the Employment of Gaol 
Labour, the prevention of adulteration of patents and 
the registration of business names of trade-marks and 
of partnerships are matters on which specific recom- 
mendations are made. In the opinion of the Commis- 
sion the compulsory registration of partnerships is 
practicable, and the question should be examined by 
the Government with a view to legislation. Industrial 
co-operation is discussed with reference to small and 
cottage industries, and the question of the effects of 
railway rates on industries is considered. 

TRANSPORT. 

Reduced rates to and from ports have been preju- 
dicial to industrial development, and the position re- 
quires careful examination with a view to the removal 
of existing anomalies. In particular, it should be 
possible to increase the rates on raw produce for export 
and on imports other than machinery and stores for 
industrial use. The addition of a commercial member 
to the Railway Board and the better representation of 
commercial and industrial interests. at the Railway 
Conference would help to secure a more equable system 
of rating. The improvement of waterways and the 
formation of a Waterways Trust at Calcutta are also 
proposed. ne 
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FINANCE. 

The disorganisation of Indian capital and its shyness 
in coming forward for industrial development are dis- 
cussed, also the necessity for the extension of banking 
facilities in the Mofussil. ‘The Commission are dis- 
posed to favour the establishment of an Industrial 
Bank or Banks, but consider that the appointment ot 
an expert Committee is necessary to deal with this 
subject, and asks Government to take action at an 
early date. 

As an interim measure a scheme is propounded for 
the provision of current finance to middle-class indus- 
trialists by which the banks would open cash credits 
in favour of applicants approved by the Department 
of Industries on the guarantee of Government. Other 
methods of financial assistance by Government sug- 
gested, in particular, are the provision of plant for 
small and cottage industries on the hire-purchase 
system. 

Cost OF PROPOSALS. 

_ The recurring cost of the proposals is estimated at 
Rs.86,00,000, and they involve a capital expenditure 
of Rs.1,50,00,000 mainly on educational institutions, 
and a further capital outlay of Rs.66,00,000 is antici- 
pated for future developments. ‘The Commission con- 
sider that this expenditure may be worked up to at 
the end of a period of seven years. 





FOREIGN TRADE OF THE UNITED 
STATES. 


THE WAR EXPANSION. 


Values have to such an extent been inflated by the 
war that comparative figures of foreign trade have 
largely lost their significance. We all know that the 
disturbance to international trade has been enormous, 
that the war movement has been very widely different 
from the peace movement, and that the forces at work 
have been military rather than economic. It is also 
generally known that the United States, which for 
two and a half years was not a belligerent, experienced 
a falling off in the demand for its raw materials other 
than food, but a greatly enhanced demand for its 
manufactured goods. In the absence of an analysis 
which will relate the war years to the peace years on 
a basis of quantity rather than of value, we are com- 
pelled to accept a comparison based on value only, 
one which is inevitably fallacious. Yet, in spite of 
the inflated prices which confuse judgment, a com- 
parison of the four years of war with the four years 
immediately preceding war is extremely interesting. 
Such a comparison for the United States has been 
made by the National City Bank of New York. The 
figures for the four years of war were taken from the 
official returns for 48 months beginning on August 1, 
1914; the pre-war figures taken were for the four fiscal 
years which ended on June 30, 1914. 

THE Broap REsvtts. 

The value of partly or wholly manufactured goods 
exported from the United States during the first four 
years of war was as large as during the seventeen 
years preceding the war. They amounted to 11,526 
million dollars, as against 4,212 million dollars in the 
four pre-war years, an increase of 174 per cent. Food- 
stuffs exported during the four years of war were valued 
at as much as during the preceding ten years, and 
showed an increase of 179 per cent. over those for the 
four pre-war years. ‘The values were 4,852 million 
dollars, against 1,738 million dollars. ‘‘Miscellaneous’’ 
exports, which included large numbers of horses and 
mules, jumped from 31 million dollars to 300 millions, 
an increase of nearly 900 per cent. Raw materials 
for manufactures, on the other hand, showed a decline 
in spite of the large advance in prices. This was due 
chiefly to the shutting off of the Central European 
and Russian demand for cotton, which led to a decline 
of about 33 per cent. in the quantity of*cotton exported. 
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Imports were subject to smaller changes than the 
exports. The most important increases in values were 
of 67 per cent. in materials for manufacture and of 
68 per cent. in manufactured foodstuffs. Manufactured 
goods ready for consumption declined by 11 per cent, 
The total imports were valued at 9,558 million dollars, 
as compared with 6,887 millions in the four pre-war 
years, an increase of 39 per cent. The total exports 
of 19,674 million dollars against 9,084 showed an in- 
crease of 117 per cent. 
THE GEOGRAPHICAL CHANGES. 

It was inevitable that the distribution of America’s 
foreign trade should have been radically changed by 
the war. The markets of the Central European 
Powers and Belgium were practically closed to 
the United States and the Allied _ belligerent 
countries were large buyers but small sellers. The 
American exports to Kurope, including Russia by way 
of Asiatic ports, advanced in the four years from 
5,616 million dollars to 13,568 millions, an increase of 
141 percent. On the other hand, imports from Europe 
declined from 3,376 millions to 2,204 millions—that is, 
by 35 per cent. Imports from other parts of the world 
increased in value: from North America by 95 per 
eent., South America by 114 per cent., Asia by 117 
per cent., Africa by 142 per cent., and Oceania by 
152 per cent. American exports to all these markets 
showed increases: to North America 73 per cent., to 
South America 72 per cent., to Asia 121 per cent., to 
Africa 73 per cent., and to Oceania 43 per cent. The 
exports to Europe, valued at 13,568 million dollars, 
were more than two-thirds of the whole value of the 
Though trade with 
South America, both imports and exports, expanded 
largely during the four years of war, it was still small 
compared with that between the United States and 
Europe or even Canada. The imports from South 
America during the four war years were 1,789 million 
dollars, against 838 millions in the four pre-war years; 
the exports to South America were 879 millions against 
512 millions.

MATERIALS FOR INDUSTRY. 


STANDING COUNCIL ON POST-WAR PRIORITY. 

The War Cabinet recently set up a Cabinet Com- 
mittee to deal with Post-War Priority questions. This 
Committee consists of General Smuts, the President 
of the Board of Trade, the Minister of Labour, the 
Minister of Shipping, the Minister of Munitions, and 
the Minister of Reconstruction. The Secretary is 
Colonel Byrne, C.M.G., 11, Pall Mall, London, S.W. 

A Standing Council on Post-War Priority has been 
appointed to assist the Cabinet Committee, and is now 
at work. The Council has already had before it a 
survey of the existing stocks of the more important 
raw materials, and is giving urgent consideration to 
the question of releasing such materials from any form 
of control at the earliest possible moment. It is the 
intention of the Council to consult the Trade Bodies 
concerned with regard to any matters affecting the 
industries they represent, and, by taking them into 
their confidence, to make the utmost possible use of 
their organisations in any allocation of materials which 
may be found to be necessary. 

The personnel of the Council is not yet complete, 
but it is felt that, as it is already in session, a public 
announcement on the subject is called for. The fol-

SALE OF BRITISH GOODS UNDER RETAILER’S 
NAME. 
H.M. Trade Commissioner at Capetown states that 


certain goods of British manufacture are being 
sold. in Johannesburg under the retailer’s labels 


without disclosing the name of the actual manu- 


facturer. In the case which he quotes, permis- 
sion has apparently been given by the manu- 
facturer to the retailers to adopt this method. 


H.M. Trade Commissioner considers that this practice 
is prejudicial to the interests of British trade, as it is 
a comparatively easy matter for the retailer to sell a 
foreign competitive article in place of the British article 
without the eventual consumer being aware that he is 
no longer receiving the British article. 

It is desirable that British manufacturers should 
insist upon their goods being distributed to consumers 
in bottles or packages bearing a label which clearly 
denotes the source of their production. 








GOODS FROM SPAIN. 

TRANSIT THROUGH FRANCE SUSPENDED. 

The Board of Trade are in receipt, through the Foreign 
Office, of copy of a communication from the French 
Ambassador notifying that in consequence of the situa- 
tion at the Franco-Spanish frontier stations, created by 
the shortage of railway trucks, it has been decided to 
suspend temporarily the transit through France of all 
merchandise from Spain destined for the United King- 
dom. An exception is, however, allowed in respect of 
fresh fruit and vegetables on account of the perishable 
nature of these commodities.

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PROPOSED “ MADE IN U.S.A.” MARK. 


The Executive Committee of the Merchants’ Asso- 
ciation of New York decided, on 23rd September, that 
the designation “‘ Made in U.S.A.” in plain type form 
should be used by all of its members on all goods 
manufactured by them in the United States of 
America, and that the use of all other muarkings to 
identify the country of origin of such goods be dis- 
continued. 





UNITED STATES TRADE STATISTICS. 


On 4th October a Bill was passed by the United 
States Senate, and is now before the Committee on 
Inter-State and Foreign Commerce of the House of 
Representatives, providing for the compilation of trade 
statistics for calendar years instead of for fiscal years 
ending on 30th June, as at present. 

The United States is the only important country in 
the world which publishes its foreign trade statistics 
for the fiscal year, the only other countries being 
Mexico, Turkey, Persia, Honduras and Haiti, and the 
following British Colonial Possessions—Canada, Aus- 
tralia and India. It is stated that the United States 
Shipping Board, the War Trade Board and the War 
Industries Board are anxious to have this change made. 
At present the greater part of the United States 
statistics are compiled for the calendar year, and the 
necessity for bringing the trade statistics into line with 
these has been felt on account of the extensive use that 
is being made of them by the various Departments 
and Authorities responsible for the control of material 
and supplies for the prosecution of the war. Prac- 
tically all the statistics of production, both agricul- 
tural and industrial, that are compiled and published 
by the Executive Departments of the Government relate 
to the calendar year, e.g., statistics of manufacture, 
etc., compiled by the Bureau of Census, the statistics 
of mineral production compiled by the Geological 
Survey, and the statistics of agricultural production 
and estimates compiled and published by the Depart- 
ment of Agriculture. 





INTER-ALLIED PETROLEUM COUNCIL. 


The meeting of the Inter-Allied Petroleum Council 
was held in Rome in October under the presidency of 
Professor Sir John Cadman, at which important deci- 
sions on Allied Petroleum questions were reached. It 
is interesting to note that the Allied Governments have 
formed Petroleum Organisations on similar lines to 
H.M. Petroleum Executive for the purpose of co-ordi- 
nating the work of the various using departments of 
the respective Governments so as to enable the recom- 
mendations of the Council to be more effectively 
executed.

CONTROLLER OF AGRICULTURAL MACHINERY 
REQUIREMENTS IN MESOPOTAMIA. 


To facilitate the supply of agricultural plant and equip- 
ment for Mesopotamia, the Indian Government have 
arranged that Mr. G. S. Henderson, Imperial Agriculturist, 
should be appointed Controller (Agricultural Requirements, 
_. Mesopotamia), under the Munitions Board. His appoint- 
- ment was gazetted on the 6th July. 

The particular reason for making this appointment under 
the Munitions Board, it is stated, is to facilitate the work 
by making availahle the resources controlled by the Indian 
Munitions organisation throughout India; and to this end 
the special co-operation of all Controllers of Munitions and 
other ofhcers under the Board is requested. 

H.M. Trade Commissioner at Calcutta states that a well- 
known merchant firm at Calcutta intend sending a repre- 
sentative to Mesopotamia, if the Government approve, with 
a consignment of agricultural implements.

APPOINTMENT OF TRADE COMMISSIONER TO 
THE UNITED STATES. 


Australian preparations for promoting trade after the 
war, and for organising the overseas intelligence service 
(as described on pp. 774-5 of the ‘Journal’ of 20th June), 
are stated to be making progress. ‘The Officer-in-Charge of 
H.M. Trade Commissioner’s Office at Sydney states that 
the appointment of the first Commonwealth Trade Com- 
missioner has been announced. This appointment is for 
duties in the United States, and the recipient is Mr. H. Y. 
Braddon, a member cf the New South Wales Legislative 
Council, and Australian Superintendent of Messrs. Dalgety 
and Co., Ltd. 

Mr. Braddon is the son of the late Sir Edward Braddon, 
one time Premier of Tasmania, and a nephew of the 
novelist, the late Miss Braddon. He was once a pupil at 
Dulwich College, and has had over thirty years’ business ex- 
perience in Australia.

NATIONAL ASSOCIATION OF JEWELLERS. 


The jewellery trade of Canada has been organised by the 
formation of the Canadian National Jewellers’ Association 
at Toronto on the 26th October. 

H.M. Trade Commissioner at Toronto states that its 
objects include the promotion of closer co-operation among 
its members in connection with matters of general interest 
to the jewellery trade; the dissemination of information 
with reference to legislation concerning the trade, and the 
adoption of a course of action best calculated to protect its 
interest; the promotion of such publicity as will place the 
jewellery business and its function in the community 
properly before the people, and generally, a more enlarged

MEMBERSHIP. 


Any person, firm or corporation engaged in the retai! or 
wholesale business, or manufacturing for the trade, in the 
jewellery, watch, silverware, optical or kindred trades may 
become a member of this association. : 


Bye-Laws. 


The following bye-laws have been drawn up by the 
Asscciation :— 

1. 1t shall be the duty of the President to preside at 
all meetings of the Association and of the Executive Com- 
mittee. in his absence the First Vice-President shall pre- 
side, and if neither be present, the Second Vice-President, 
or, in his absence, such person as shall be chosen by the 
majcrity of those present. The President shall call a 
special meeting of the Association upon the written applica- 
tion of ten members. 

2. The Honorary Treasurer shall be charged with the 
oversight of the funds of the Association in the hands of 
the Secretary-Treasurer; he shall issue the cheque of the 
Association, which shall be countersigned by the President 
therevf, in payment of all expenditures authorised by the 
Executive Committee, and sha]l render an annual statement 
of the receipts and expenditures of the Association, which 
shall be duly audited by a committee appointed for the 
purpose. In the absence of the President, or Treasurer, 
cheques may be signed by the Secretary-Treasurer and 
countersigned by one of the Vice-Presidents in the place 
and stead of the absent officer. 

3. It shall be the duty of the Secretary-Treasurer to keep 
a record of all meetings; to collect fees from members and 
deposit same in a chartered bank satisfactory to the Presi- 
dent; to make an accounting of such receipts from time 
to time to the honorary treasure1 ; to make arrangements 
for all meetings of the Executive Committee or the Associa- 
tion, to carry out generally such duties as may be assigned 
to him by the President or the Executive Committee. The 
Secretary-Treasurer shall be a salaried official of the Associa- 
tion and shail give such bond for the faithful perforniance 
of his duties as may be required by the Executive Committee. 

4, Any amendment to, addition to, or alteration of the 
Constitution and Bve-laws of this Association may be made 
by a vote of two-thirds of the members present, and voting 
at any annual meeting or a special meeting called for the 
purpose, notice of which shall have been mailed by the 
Secretary to the members ten days before such meeting. 





SOUTH AFRICA, 
CONSTRUCTION OF MAIZE ELEVATORS. 


A Special Committee, under Sir William Hoy, General 
Manager of the South African Railways, has presented a 
report recommending the construction of elevators at the 
ports and the various inlend collecting stations for dealing 
with the maize and other cereal crops of South Africa. 

It is demonstrated in the Report that under anticipated 
post-war conditions, and taking a conservative estimate of 
certain savings which can be definitely located, there should 
result trom the elevator system—when it becomes fully 
established, and industry is adapted to the bulk system—a 
direct financial saving to South Africa of at least £500,000 
per annum, after paying interest, depreciation, repairs and 
cost of operation of the elevator system. In calculating the 
above savings, no charge has been made against the present 
system for interest, depreciation, and repairs for railway, 
harbour, and private sheds and stores used for grain, 
whereas the elevator costs include those items. 


ADVANTAGES OF ELEVATOR SySsTEM. 





The above estimates do not include the following material 
advantages, which cannot accurately be expressed in 
figures :— 

(1) Savings to railways and harbours through more rapid 
handling and movement of grain traffic; avoidance of con- 
gestion and of detention of trucks, etc. 

(2) Savings to railways and harbcurs through economy 
of space, less expense for harbour land, sheds, wharves, 
channels, etc., and through costly harbour extensions being 
avoided. 

(3) Pooling of maize for rail transport. 

(4) Advantage of negotiable certificates, 
facilitate trade and reduce cost of marketing. 

(5) Impetus to increased production resulting from im- 
proved storage and transport facilities, better returns 
received by the farmer and more stable market conditions. 

(6) Release of labour for productive work. 

(7) Elimination of disputes re weights and grades.

ANNUAL Costs AND TARIFFS. 


It is estimated that the total annual costs for interest, 
depreciation, repairs, and costs of operation of elevators, 
should not exceed: Port elevators, 2d. per 200 lb.; country 
elevators, 3d. per 200 lb.; general administration and con- 
Eepeneees, 1d. per 200 lb.; total for two elevators, 6d. per 
00 lb. 

Details of the tariffs recommended by the Committee are 
given in the report. They amount to 4d. per 200 lb. if 
only one elevator is used, and to 4d. per 200 lb. for grain 
for export (6d. per 290 lb. for grain for local consumption) 
if two elevators are used. For grain railed in bulk to an 
elevator from a station at which there is no elevator, the 
tariff recommended is 3d. per 200 Ib. 

These charges are for the following services: Receiving 
grain into and discharging from elevators (port and inland), 
grading, cleaning, fifteen days’ storage in each elevator, 
insurance against all risks (including loss of weight), and 
‘ssue of negotiable warehouse _ receipt. The storage 
charges recommended are at the rate of 2d. per 200 lb. 
per month from July to September inclusive, and ld. per 
200 Ib. per month from October to June inclusive. It is 
recommended that the elevator system should be self- 
supporting financially, but that no profits should be made 
out of the tariffs levied for use of the elevator system.

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For the 1917 crop year (July, 1917, to June, 1918, in- 
clusive), the quantity of maize conveyed by rail exceeded 
that for the calendar year by about 1,000,000 bags, but the 
complete figures were not available. Much of the crop was 
destroyed by wet and exposure, and it was estimated that 
the export surplus originally avaijable from the 1917 crop 
was about five million bags, part of the balance of one million 
bags having been destreyed and part diverted to local uses 
owing to difficulties of transportation. As the above figures 
do not include Kaffir corn and other classes of grain, the 
total quantity of all classes of grain which would have been 
available for transport by rail but for the adverse climatic 
conditions were estimated at 1,200,000 bags.

PROPOSED CREATION OF ECONOMIC 
REGIONS. 


In order to ensure the most effective co-operation of 
French Chambers of Commerce in the solution of after-war 
econemic problems, the Ministry of Commerce has submitted 
a scheine for their consideration, by which it is proposed to 
divide France into sixteen economic regions. The Ministry 
considers that as Chambers of Commerce may have to par- 
ticipate in the cost of necessary improvements in various 
regiens, it would be necessary to ignore the existing. 
departmental boundaries and to re-group the Republic’s 
economic regions. | 

The proposed divisions embrace :— 

Lille, which will include the Departments of Nord, Pas-de- 
Calais, Somme and Aisne.

EXPORT OF CAPITAL.—OPERATION OF 
DECREE. 


The ‘Journal Officiel” of 16th October publishes a report 
by the Minister of Finances on the measures taken by the 
Ministry to enforce the Law of 3rd April, 1918, which 
restricted the export of French capital. This report states 
that certain operations requiring the payment abroad of 
differences, ¢.g., cotton futures on the New York and 
Liverpool markets, are now allowed, when such payments 
are for arbitrage, etc., with the object of covering contracts 


for goods. 
The report also explains the Decree of 3rd July, 1918, 


prohibiting the export of bank notes.

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PORTUGAL. 
CONCESSIONS TO THE CORK INDUSTRY. 


fhe Portuguese Government, by a decree dated 20th 
August, concedes to cork factories existing in the country, 
and others which may be established, especially those devoted 
to products of great commercial value, certain advantages 
and guaranties designed to develop the cork industry. ‘The 
concessions are : — 

Free entry of machines and other material destined for 
the improvement of the cork industry, free Government 
land for factory sites, a premium of 1 to 5 escudos (escudo= 
4s. 5¢d. normally) annually for each ton of industrial cork 
produced, premiums for patents on machinery applicable to 
the cork industry, a reduction of 20 per cent. in the freight 
tariffs on State-owned transportation lines, a reduction of 
20 per cent. in Custom house storage charges, and an 
increase of 75 per cent. in warrants issued against ware- 
house deposits. 

lt is stated that a special commission will be appointed 
by the Government to study regulations for the application 
of the terms of the decree. 











SPAIN. 


FOREIGN TRADE, JANUARY-JUNE, 1918. 
According to figures published by the Director-General 
of Customs, the commerce of Spain in the first six months 
of 1918, exclusive of exports and imports of precious metals, 
amounted to 681,325,524 pesetas, as against 1,087,033,727 
pesetas in the corresponding period of 1917. 
The total imports were valued at 227,400,000 pesetas, as 
compared with 416,200,000 pesetas in 1917. The largest 
single item appears to be 40,758,000 pesetas for dynamos, 
electro-motors, etc. 
The exports are givei at 404,400,000 pesetas, the largest 
items being textiles valued at 34,736,000 pesetas, iron ore 
23,643,000 pesetas, lead (not argentiferous) 21,102,000 


pesetas.

Expenses of transport, which are not to exceed 10 pesetas 
per 100 kilos, are to be shared equally between wholesale 
and retail dealers. 

The above maximum prices are to be applied to all sugar 
hereafter manufactured or stocked in the factories on Ist 
October next. 

Contracts made before this Royal Order are to remain in 
force, but prices in no case to exceed those fixed above. 

Sugar in the possession of wholesale or retail dealers 
before the date of this Order is not to be subject to its 
effects.

POPULARITY OF DEPARTMENTAL STORES. 


(From H.M. Commercial Attaché.) 
SHANGHAI. 


Hongkong, Shanghai, and Canton have in recent years 
witnessed the growth and growing popularity of large 
departmental stores, organised on the lines of the well- 
known London houses, and their importance as the means 
of introducing English goods should not be overlooked. 

The first store cn Western lines was established in Hong- 
icong i: 1900, and shortly afterwards a branch was opened 
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in Canion. This company has recently opened at Shanghai 
a large store housed in a modern five-storied building, which 
is in the principal commercial thoroughfare. 

Another company, which has been operating departmental 
stores in Australia for some twenty-five years, began a new 
enterprise in Hongkong in 1907, and on September 5th last 
exteuded their business by opening a store at Shanghai. 

Both these companies run their respective stores on exactly 
the same lines, and display the same classes of goods, and 
although they are apparently active rivals, it is stated 
that some of the largest shareholders in each are interested 
in both companies. Both companies are registered in Hong. 
kong as British companies. The capital in both cases has 
been subscribed entirely by Chinese. The directors and 
managers are Chinese, many of whom are British subjects 
who have lived for many years in Australia and the United 
States. 

The manager of one of these stores states that he will 
welcome offers of English goods, which should, if possible, 
be accompanied by samples. The lines dealt in are much 
the same as those sold in the great London stores, but 
generally speaking of an inferior and cheaper quality. As 
the majority of the customers are Chinese of the better class, 
who are beginning to appreciate and are willing to pay for 
articles of good quality, there is, in addition, an opening 
for superior classes of gcods. At present the demand for 
British goods 1s greater than for American, although owing 
to war conditions present stocks consist largely of goods 
from the United States.

THE TOKIO BONDED WAREHOUSE. 


The Nippon Yusen Kaisha have made arrangements with 
the Japanese Customs Authorities, by which cargo for Tokio 
(except bulky or heavy cargo, dangerous goods, goods which 
may damage other cargo, animals or vegetables, and dirty 
goods) can be sent direct to Tokio by bonded lighters, landed 
and stored into the private bonded warehouse belonging to 
the N.Y.Ix., and passed through the Customs in the same 
compounds. 

Hitherto, imports to Tokio had to be passed through the 
Customs at Yokohama, before being sent thence to TLokio 
by lighters. 

The above arrangements, H.M. Commercial Attaché at 
Yokchama states, were put into operation on the Ist May, 
and for this purpose the Foreign Import Department of 
the N.Y.K. was removed to the new warehouse, which is 
located in Yedo-Bashi, Tckio. 





CONDITIONING REGULATIONS FOR CERTAIN 
JAPANESE EXPORTS.

GROWTH OF CERAMIC INDUSTRIES. 





Considerable prominence is given in the press of the 


United States to the growth of the ceramic industries which, 
previous to the war, were to a large extent in the hands 
of Germany and Austria. 

At a recent meeting of the American Ceramic Society 4 
meniber of the Government Bureau of Standards stated that 
the German Klingenberg clay for crucible making had been 
replaced by British and American bell clay. American clays 
and synthetic mixtures had been found a satisfactory sub- 
stitute for German Gross Almerode in making glass pots. 
Three plants are already producing chemical porcelain and 
the quality continues to improve. Mention also was made 
of the growth of the glass industry, both optical and 
chemical ware. 

A statement was also made that by the use of automatic 
machinery, mechanical dryers, and tunnel kilns, the United 
States will be able to meet foreign competitors on equal 
terms.

BRIDGE. 


The Canadian Government Railways have issued an 
illustrated booklet describing in popular style the main 


features of the recently completed cantilever bridge over 
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the St. Lawrence near Quebec. The following are the inain

Its Future UTinity. 


The Quebec Bridge connects the Canadian Government 
lines on the south of the St. Lawrence with the Govern- 
ment lines on the north, and is the link which shortens the 
distance between Halifax and Winnipeg by two hundred 
miles. It is the connecting link also between the two vast 
trans-continental systems and the railways reaching the 
Atlantic seaboard. 

Ten important railways are seeking interchange of traffic 
at Quebec. The bridge will be the means to that end. On 
the south side of the river are the two Government rail- 
ways, the Grand ‘Trunk and the Quebec Central and the 
Delaware and Hudson railways. On the north side are the 
Government railways, the Canadian Pacific, the Canadian 
Northern, the Quebec and Lake St. John, and the Quebec 
and Saguenay railways. 

The bridge gives the shortest connection between ihe 
immense pulp mills and pulp forests of Northern Quebec 
and the markets in the Eastern States. 

So intense has the traffic over the Victoria and Lachine 
bridges at Mentreal become, that in recent years hoth have 
had to be re-built and dcuble-tracked. 

Already approaching a thousand cars a week are crossing 
the new bridge, and passenger trains via the Canadian 
Government railways are using it between Quebec and 
Montreal.

SHIPPING IN 1917. 


The total of the Shipping entering and clearing at Ports 
in the Colony during the year 1917 amounted to 621,090 
vessels of 34,105,067 tons, which, compared with the figures 
for 1916, shows a decrease of 21,704 vessels, with a decrease 
of 2.276,390 tons. 

Of the above. 48.026 vessels of 20,547,119 tons were en- 
gaged in Foreign Trade, as compared with 48,350 vessels of 
£2.308,311 tons in 1916. In the Annual Report on the Blue

CUBA. 








RESERVES OF CHROME AND MANGANESE 
ORES. 


The United States Geological Survey state in their 
September Bulletin that the reserves of marketable chrome 
ore in Cuba range from 92,500 long tons to 170,000 long 
tons, but only about 2,000 tons of ore can probably be 
shipped in 1918 unless greater efforts to exploit it are made. 

The largest known deposits of chrome ore in Cuba— 
those of the Caledonia, Cayoguan group, and Potosi claims, 
are near the north-east coast of Oriente, in a region diffi- 
cult of access. They may yield 72,500 to possibly 130,000 
tons of ore, most of which can be brought to present 
commercial grade by simple concentration. 


MANGANESE MINEs. 


Dealing with the manganese mines, the Bulletin states 
that the proprietors are striving to increase their output, 
and there is a strong interest taken everywhere in Cuba 
in developing manganese prospects. 

If railway cars and ships are provided for transporting 
the ore, food for the mine labourers, and explosives tor 
blasting, the cutlook for a steadily increasing production 
in 1918 and 1919 is good. 

It is believed that the total output for 1918 should be 
between 110,000 and 125,000 tons, more than 90 per cent. 
of which will contain from 36 to 45 per cent. manganese, 
the remainder being of still- higher grade. After the com- 
pletion of a narrow-gauge track to certain important mines 
east of Cristo, in the Santiago district, in the summer of 
i918, an increased output in 1919 is assured. 

The reserves of manganese ore in Oriente Province are 
estimated at 700,000 to 800,000 tons, more than 85 per cent. 
of which are in the district north-east of Santiago 





GREECE. 





DEVELOPMENT OF LIGNITE INDUSTRY. 


On account of the coal shortage several Greek firms 
which possessed concessions have commenced lignite mining. 
Besides these firms the Mining Office of the Ministry of 
National Economy has issued 164 concessions to mine mag- 
nesite in accordance with a law promulgated 3lst March, 
1916. 

Pre-War Coat Imports. 

Greece imports most of her coal from the United King- 
dom. Her total importation was over 540,000 tons in 1914, 
of which nearly 470,000 tons came from the United King- 
dom, and nearly 40,000 tons from Germany. 

EstiMAtED CoNSUMPTION AND PRODUCTION. 


The present consumption of coal and production (lignite 
or wood) has been estimated at 37,000 to 42,000 tons per 
month, distributed as follows: Steamship companies, 
12,000 to 13,009 tons; railway companies, 7,000 to 8,090 
tons; electric light company, 8,000 to 9,000 tons; other 
industries, 9,000 to 10,000 tons; and various consumers, 
1,009 to 2,000 tons. The production of lignite for the 
twelve months from February, 1918, onwards, is pro- 
visionally placed at 239,000 tons—equal in heating power to 
119,500 tons of cecal. 

Arter-War Prospects oF INDUSTRY. 


The Mining Office of the Ministry of National Economy 
believes that for years to come Greek lignite will find a 
good local market, and that although the smaller mining 
companies will have to close their mines, the larger ones 
will continue to work at the same pressure as_ to-day. 
Another view which is prevalent is that when the Dardan- 
elles are thrown open to merchant vessels, Greece will he 
able to procure as much coal as she then desires from 
England, and there will be no demand for lignite. This 
will be the case should the merchant vessels going to a 
port in the Black Sea to load wheat bring coal to Greece 
in ballast at pre-war prices. 

LIGNITE PRopvuction. 


The increased production of lignite during the last few 
years is shown in the following figures: 1909, 3,873 tons; 
1914, 20,002; 1915, 39,745: 1916, 84,466; and 1917, 153,240 
tons. 
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AVAILABLE DEPOSITS. 


It is estimated that there are deposits of 10,000,000 tons 
at Kymi, 2,500,000 tons at Aliveri, and some 15,000,000 
tons in the remainder of Greece. 

The capital invested in the lignite industry at the end 
of 1917 was estimated at 15,000,000 drachmas. (£1 = 25°225 
drachmas approx. at par.)

NEW IRON WORKS AT NAGASAKI. 
(From the Acting British Consul.) 
NAGASAKI. 


A further development is taking place in the iron industry 
at Nagasaki, where the Nagasaki Iron Works Co., Ltd., 
is forming an additional company, with a capital of 
5,000,000 yen, for the purpose of erecting a foundry with 
an annual capacity of 50,000 tons of pig-iron. For the pre- 
sent the pig-iron will be sold as such, but the company pro- 
pose to watch for an opportunity to manufacture steel 
materials, The articles of association include mining and 
business incidental thereto in the company’s programme. 

The main supply of ore will be obtained from the Yangtsze 
Valley, while Corean and other ore will be admixed. The 
coke used will be principally manufactured from Chikuho or 
Hizen (both in Kyushu) coal, though it is intended to mix 
in some coal from Kaiping (China) or Kitamatsu-ura. 

The foundry will require one year for completion. The 
equipment is to be obtained from America. 


Cost oF SCHEME. 


The cost of. starting the enterprise is estimated at 
yen 3,750,000, one-third to be disbursed in the first half- 
year, and the remainder in the second. This sum is divided 
as follows :—

The equipment will include one smelting furnace having a 
daily capacity of 150 tons, and one coke furnace. The pro- 
duction during the first working year is estimated at half 
the anticipated output.

PERMITS TO PROSPECT FOR MINERALS. 


With reference to the notices which have appeared in the 
“Journal” (p. 225 of 15th August, and p. 465 of 10th 
October), relative to permits for prospecting for minerals 
in the French Zone of Morocco, H.M. Agent and Consul- 
General at Tangier has forwarded an extract from the 
Cherifian ‘‘Bulletin Officiel’? of 2nd September, being a 
notice explaining the procedure to be adopted in applying 
for mining ‘‘permis de recherches.’’ The requirements are 
set forth in the present notice somewhat more fully and 
clearly than in the Mining Regulations of 1914, and 
addresses are given to which application may be made for 
the permits. 

The above-mentioned Regulations (in French) may be 
consulted by British firms interested at the Enquiry Office of 
the Department of Overseas Trade (Development and 
Intelligence).

QUICKSILVER PRODUCTION. 


The production of quicksilver for the first half of 1918 
was 17,576 flasks, according to figures published by the 
United States Geological Survey. The total production cf 
1917 was 35,954 flasks. As 36,000 flasks are thought to be 
barely enough for 1918 requirements, the returns for the 
first half-year indicate that there will be a shortage.

RESULTS OF 1917-18 WOOL APPRAISEMENT. 


According to the official report giving the results of the 
wool appraisement in Australia, supplied by the Cenira| 
Wool Committee, the total quantity of wool submitted for 
the 1917-18 season in the Commonwealth was 569,629,520 
lb. of greasy, and 47,340,403 lb. of scoured wool, or 
616,969,923 lb. in all, equivalent to 1,909,958 bales and 
representing 518,849 lots. 

Tho average appraised price per lb. of all wool calculated 
as greasy was 14-68d., and the difference between this 
average and the flat rate of 154d. is equal to 5°59 per cent. 
A dividend of 5 per cent. of the average appraised value 
was paid to the wool growers on 2lst August, thus prac- 
tically returning to them the flat rate of 153d. per Ib. on 
the greasy basis. The total flat rate value of the wool was 
£42,903 ,375. 

The carry-over from the 1917-18 crop is large, and with 
reduced shipping facilities the storage question has become 
acute. When the stores that are now in course of construc- 
tion are completed, there will be available over 2,500,000 
bales of dumped wool (inclusive of wool brokers’ ware- 
houses). 

After allocating wool to meet local requirements, the 
balance purchased by the Imperial Government was 
599,909,940 lb., valued at £39,576,420. The total expenses of 
the purchase amounted to £1,562,265, or gd. per lb. 

The first appraisement of wool for the 1918-19 season 
was held on 17th September last. It is anticipated that the 
nuniber of bales to be handled in the Victorian appraising 
centres will be slightly greater than last year, the total 
number of bales being estimated at 520,000.

CANADA. 








GOVERNMENT BONUS TO ENCOURAGE FLAX 
SPINNING. 


An Order-in-Council was passed by the Canadian Govern- 
ment on 38rd September, offering a bonus to Canadian 
manufacturers installing machinery and _ producing 
Canadian-made linen threads and yarns. One well-known 
Ontario firm has already arranged with the Government 
and the War Trade Board to start the new industry, and 
negotiations are progressing with other Canadian textile 
manufacturers. 

H.M. Trade Commissioner at Toronto states that raw 
material from Canadian flax is to be used. This special 
inducement, given to establish the new industry in Canada, 
is based upon the war-time scarcity of yarns and threads. 
Hitherto, the supply was obtained from the United King- 
dom or the United States. The shortage in Canada is felt 
particularly by boot and shoe and leather goods 
manufacturers. 

The President of the firm referred to above informs 
H.M. Trade Commissioner that he has purchased a large 
amount of British equipment that was in the United 
States, and he expects to have it tn operation for spinning 
in the next few months.

STATISTICS OF GINNED COTTON. 

Preliminary statistics issued by the United States Bureau 
of the Census show that 3,719,915 bales, counting round as 
half bales, of cotton from the growth of 1918 had been 
ginned in the United States prior to 25th September. 

The number of bales ginned in the same period in 1917 
and 1916 was 2,511,658 and 4,081,989 bales respectively. 

Included in the figures for this year are 87,700 round 
bales, as compared with 60,510 in 1917, and 84,855 in 1916. 
These statistics include 2,814 bales of sea-island cotton in 
1918, 19,221 bales in 1917, and 31,261 bales in 1916. 

The distribution of sea-island cotton by States for 1918 
is as follows: Florida, 1,229; Georgia, 1,316; and South 
Carolina, 269. The statistics for 1918 in this report are 
subject to slight corrections, states the Bureau of the Census, 
when checked against the individual returns of the ginners 
being transmitted by mail.

REVIEW OF RAW COTTON IMPORTS. 


While the United States exports more raw cotton than 
any other country, it nevertheless finds it advantageous tu 
purchase large quantities of foreign-grown cotton for 
spinning purposes. 

After the war started these purchases increased by leaps 
and bounds, states the official ‘‘Commerce Reports,” until 
they reached the record total of 232,801,062 pounds in the 
fiscal year ending 30th June, 1916. Since that time they 
have been steadily decreasing in quantity. Notwitnstanding, 
at the present time the United States is importing more 
cotten than was the case in normal times. Largely increased 
shipments from China and Egypt account for this.

livports of Mexican cotton have been cut by half and now 
represent only 13 per cent of the total. Another interest- 
ing feature of the situation is the entire lack of any imports 
from the United Kingdom which used to re-export con- 
siderable cotton imported from her Colonial possessions. 


COTTON PRICE FIXING. 

The Cotton Commission have issued the following state- 
ment :— 

(1) The Committee will not recommend that a price be 
fixed on raw cotton at the present time, nor will it so 
recommend in any event before sufficient time has elapsed 
to test the effect as a stabilising influence of the work 
assigned to the committee on cotton distribution, unless 
in the meantime unexpected changes occur in the cotton 
market of such violence as threaten the welfare of 
legitimate interests. 

(2) The Committee on cotton distribution has been 
organised and has been directed to effect as quickly as 
possible an equitable distribution of cotton as to quantity 
and also as to grade among both domestic and foreign 
manufacturers, with a special view to providing for the 
proper utilisation of the surplus of grades below middling. 

It is planned to accomplish this distribution by regulation 
applying to foreign and domestic manufactures without 
interference with the usual trading between farmers and 
buyers or merchants. 

(3) All purchases, both for foreign and for domestic 
consumption, will continue to be made at market prices 
through the marketing and distributing agencies commonly 
used, unless and until the cotton committee shall determine 
and announce that a necessity has arisen for making a 
change. 








QUESTIONS AFFECTING EXPORT OF COTTON 
GOODS. 
A meeting of cotton goods exporters was held on llth 
October, in New York, to discuss :-— 


(1) Improvement in the method of packing goods for 
export. 


(2) The consideration of a more uniform sales note end 


terms in export trade. 

(3) Ways and means of organising and protecting 
foreign trade, and through it the protection cf 
the gold supply of the United States. 

Among the most complex problems to solve was stated 
to be the present labour question and also labour conditions 
after the war. Another topic was the control of raw 
materials coming from abroad, and how a sufficient supply 
of wool can be ensured to the United States.

WOOD DISTILLATION ENTERPRISE. 


A well-known manufacturer at Palermo, who has been 
engaged in the manufacture of munitions, has decided to 
build large works for the burning.of charcoal, distillation 
of wood spirit, and the extraction of acetone and other 
chemical products from wood, under Government supervi- 
sion. 

The British Consul at Palermo is informed that the works, 
which were to have been completed in September, will 
probably not be open before December. ‘Their estimated 
cost 1s 2,500,000 lire. The owner, it is stated, has contracts 
with the Italian Government for a value of 5,000,000 lire. 

Other smaller works of a similar nature are being erected 
by two proprietors of woods or forests in the neighbourhood 
of Catania, with a view to utilising their raw material on 
the spot, thus obviating the difficulty and expense of 
transport of timber.

During the Exhibition the President of the American 
Cyanamid Company presented figures showing that the 
production of nitric acid was nine times greater than in 
1914. Nitrate is being imported at the rate of about 
1,600,000 tons per annum, of which about 1,000,000 tons is 
being, converted into nitric acid, equivalent to about 650.000 
tons of 100 per cent. nitric acid. 





INCREASING PRODUCTION OF POTASH. 


According to the statistics of the production of potash for 
the first six months of 1918 received by the Geological 
Survey Department of the Interior, the total output was 
20,000 to 25,000 short tons of pure potash. This indicates 
that the output for the entire year may reach 450,000 to 
60,000 tons 

As only 32,573 tons were produced in 1917, the produe- 
tion is increasing rapidly. The domestic production now 
equals 20 to 25 per cent. of the normal domestic consump- 
tion before the war, which is estimated to have been about 
240.000 tons. , 

The statistics for the first half of the year are not 
complete, for returns have not yet been received from a 
few large producers, and it is possible that the production 
in 1918 may exceed 60,000 tons. This is probable, as 
reports made to the Survey indicate that a number of new 
enterprises may be put into operation during the second 
half of the year.

DECISIONS AS TO THE PAYMENT OF WAR 
EXCISE TAX. 


The Board of Trade have received copy of Appraisers’ 
Bulletin, No. 1,783, dated 10th September, 1918, which 
contains decisions made by the Canadian Board of Custoins 
in connection with the payment of duty under the Special 
War-Revenue Act and amendments. 

It is stated in this Bulletin that the following articles 
are not subject to the War Tax as ‘‘Jewellery,’’ viz. :—

The Bulletin also states that the War Excise Tax is not 
payable on player pianos or player organs, except in respect 
to the player action installed therein or attached thereto. 











September contains copy of a Proclamation dated 12th 
September, 1918, which prohibits, until further notice, the 
importation of sugar into the Union, except under permit 
issued under the authority of the Controjiler of Imports 
and Exports. 

It is provided in the Proclamation that this prohibition 
shall not apply to any shipments of sugar already made at 
the date of such Proclamation, or to sugar imported into the 
Transvaal which is the growth, produce, or manufacture of 
the Portuguese Province of Mozambique.

CUSTOMS AND EXCISE TARIFFS.

The ‘South-West Africa Gazette’? of 2nd September con- 
tains copy of a Proclamation (No. 4 of 1918), which applies 
the provisions of the Union of South Africa Act (No. 20 of 
1918), entitled, the ‘‘Customs and Excise Duties Act,1918,”’ 
to the Protectorate, as from the Ist July, 1918. 

The effect of this Proclamation is that the Customs and 
Excise Tariffs now in operation in the Protectorate are 
uniform with such Tariffs at present in operation in the 
Union of South Africa. 


FOREIGN. 


ARGENTINA. 
EXPORT PROHIBITIONS. 


The Board of Trade are in receipt, through the Foreign 
Office, of translation of an Argentine Decree, dated the 19th 
August, and published in the ‘‘ Boletin Oficial ”’ for the 22nd 
August, in virtue of which the exportation from Argentina 
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ot the following articles is temporarily prohibited : --Fire- 
wood, charcoal, fresh vegetables, potatoes, sweet potatoes, 
dried beans, rice, dried peas, lentils, mineral oil, kerosene 
(parafin), and naphtha. ah 

lt is provided that products necessary for the provisioning 
of over sea-going vessels are exempted from these and any 
subsequent similar export prohibitions. 





DENMARK. 
EXPORT PROHIBITIONS 


The Board of Trade are in receipt, through the Foreign 
Office, of telegraphic information from His Majesty’s 
Minister at Copenhagen to the effect that the exportation 
from Denmark of gramophone plates and of hops has been 
prohibited. 











JAPAN (Corea). 
PROHIBITION OF EXPORT OF GOLD AND 
SILVER WARES. 


With reference to the notice at page 565 of last week’s 
issue of the ‘‘ Board of Trade Journal,’’ the Board of Trade 
are in receipt, through the Foreign Office, of information to 
the effect that an Order oi the Governor-General of Corea, 
dated the 4th September, prohibits the export from Uorea, 
except under special permit, of manufactures of which tbe 
principal material is gold or silver, or metals compounded of 
vold or silver.

GENERAL IMPORT LICENCE “ P.B.F. 27.”

EXPORT OF RAGS OF WOOL, ETC. 


It is notified in a Ruling of the War Trade Board of the 
United States (No. 245), dated the 7th October, that appli- 
cations for licences to export rags consisting of wool, moaair, 
camel hair, alpaca, cashmere, or other similar hairs will only 
ve considered when evidence is filed with the application 
showing that the commodity to be manufactured from the 
material to be exported is to be imported into the United 
States for the use of the United States Government or some 
Department thereof. 


SHIPMENTS THROUGH THE MAILS UNDER 
EXPORT LICENCE RAC-52. 

A further Ruling of the War Trade Board (No. 246), dated 
the 9%th October, supplementing an earlier announcement 
respecting shipment by mail under special licence RAC-52, 
notifies that Licence RAC-52 is revoked, in so far as it 
applies to shipments by mail of articles destined to the 
United Kinadom, France, and Italy (excluding their respec- 
tive Colonies, Possessions, and Protectorates), when such 
shipinents are not composed of samples of merchandise ; and 
that persons desiring to make such shipments should file 
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individual applications for export licences in accordance with 
War Trade Board Ruling 184, issued August 3rd, 1918. 

The attention of exporters and_ shippers is_ especially 
directed to the fact that such special licence RAC-52 is still] 
etfective (as originally issued) in so far as it applies to ship- 
iments of articles not on the Export Conservation List* 
destined to the countries listed in paragraph (A) below. 
Shipments of samples of no commercial value may go forward 
under licence RAC-52 to the United Kingdom, France, and 
ltaly, irrespective of whether the commodities to be exported 
are on the official Export Conservation List or not. 

Hereafter, and until further notice, licence RAC-52 will 
authorise the exportation through the mails, without 
individual export licence, of shipments of the following 
classes : 

(A).—Shipments of any commodity not on the official Ex- 
port Conservation List*, when such shipments are destined 
to Abyssinia, Afghanistan, Argentina, Belgium, Bolivia, 
Brazil, China, Chile, Colombia, Costa Rica, Dominican Ke- 
public, Ecuador, Egypt; the Colonies, Possessions, and Pro- 
tectorates of Great Britain; the Colonies, Possessions and 
Protectorates of France; Guatemala, Haiti, Honduras; the 
Colouies, Possessions, and Protectorates of Italy ; Japan, its 
Colonies, Possessions, or Protectorates; Liberia, Monaco, 
Nepal, Nicaragua; the Colonies, Possessions, or Protec- 
torates of the Netherlands; Oman, Panama, Paraguay, Peru, 
Salvador, San Marino, Siam, Uruguay (excluding any 
portion of the foregoing occupied by the military forces of 
Germany or its allies). 

(B).—Shipments of samples of no commercial valuc, of 
any commodity, when such shipments are destined to the 
United Kingdom, France, Italy, or Japan, their Colonies, 
Possessions, and Protectorates (excluding any portion 
ee occupied by the military forces of Germany or of its 
allies). 

in making shipments under licence No. RAC-82, it is not 
necessary to present to the Post Office any individual export 
licence. There should be noted on the wrapper of the 
package, however, the following :— 

1. ‘‘ Shipped under Export Licence RAC-52.”’ 
2. Statement of contents. 

3. Name and address of shipper. 

4. Name and address of consignee. 

Special licence No. RAC-52 does not authorise any ship- 
ment to any person on the ‘‘Enemy Trading List’”’ or in 
contravention of Section 3 of the ‘‘Trading with the Enemy 
Act.”’ 

The attention of shippers of goods from the United States 
is further directed to the fact that shipments by individuals 
in the United States to and for the personal use of indi- 
viduals in the United States Army or Navy or American Red 
Cross abroad may go forward as heretofore under special 
licence RAC-43 granted by the War Trade Board through the 
Post Office and Customs Service. Such shippers, however, 
must comply with War Department Bulletin No. 15 (Post 
Office Department Nuinber 1259.) 








IMPORTS OF RUBBER TO Ist JANUARY, 1919. 

A Ruling of the War Trade Board (No. 248), dated the 
3rd October, announces that the previous rate of permitted 
importation of crude rubber, effective up to Ist October, 
1918, has been continued by the War Trade Board for the 
final quarter of the year. Importations of crude rubber from 
overseas during the months of October. November, and 
December, 1918, will therefore be limited to 25,000 tons, or 
at the rate of 100,000 tens a year. One-fourth of this 
amount will be licensed cnly from Central and South 
America. The remaining three-fourths may be licensed from 
any country. The amount so permitted to come forward will 
be allocated by the Bureau of Imports along the general 
lines of the previous allocations. 





IMPORTATION OF COPPER ORE. 

The Ruling of the War Trade Board affecting the importa- 
tion of copper ore has been so far modified by a new ruling 
as te permit the importation of copper concentrates contain- 
ing oC per cent. or over of copper from non-enemy 
countries, instead of 60 per cent. or over as in the former 
Ruling. The previous restriction prohibiting the importation 
of ore, except from Cuba, Canada, or Mexico, and of copper 
concentrates containing less than 50 per cent. of copper, 
except from the above countries, remains in force. There 
is no restriction upon the importation from any non-enemy 
country of copper matte, blister copper, or copper conc2n- 
trates containing 50 per cent. or more of copper. (Ruling 
No. 249, dated the 4th October).

MANUFACTURE OF PLANT AND MACHINERY 
FOR EXPORT. 

The Director of the War Trade Department announces

HONEY OF BRITISH WEST INDIAN, CUBAN
